>I have an Alinco DJ580T and am generally very happy with 

>it's performance. However, I have been unable to get cross-band 
>repeat to add the PL tone to the signal when working into 

>a repeater. Cross band repeat into a repeater requiring 

>PL encode is then impossible. 


>Has anyone else experienced this problem? Do the later 
>models have it corrected? 


>Also, while scanning a memory channel that has PL tone 


>squelch enabled, have you noticed that it will STOP on 
>a channel with a carrier, even though the carrier does 
>not contain the proper PL? 


I have found that problem also. I never thought it important since I don't 

use the feature. But, also I have found the tone decode (tone squelching) to 
have problems. I do use this feature quite often, so it is a bit disturbing. 
The radio will sometimes not break the squelch of a signal that has the correct 
PL that the radio was set to receive.
